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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to communications: Appeal Brief filed on 04/24/2006. 

2. Claims 1-20 are pending in this case. Claims 1,10, and 19 are independent 
claims. 

3. The rejection of claims 1 -20 under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) has been withdrawn due to 
persuasive arguments presented in the Appeal Brief filed.

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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding independent claims 1,10, and 19, none of the references, either 
singularly or in combination, teach or suggest to a person of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time of the invention the amended features, "...enriching the document content, at 
an insertion point that identifies a processing stage of the print command invoked from 
the print client interface, with a personality identified by the personality identifier to 
define enriched document content." The examiner notes that while customizing 
document content to a personality at time of print in itself is not novel (See Examiner 
Referenced Patents), but in combination with the other limitations of the method steps 
and system functions of the independent claim (i.e. enriching the document content, at 
an insertion point that identifies a processing stage of the print command invoked from 
the print client interface, with a personality identified by the personality identifier to 
define enriched document content) the limitations of claim 1 are considered novel, and 
unobvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made in 
view of the prior art of record.
